SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine Men Only Vol.68 No.08 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The publication is a magazine which focuses on the sexualised presentation of female 
nudity and the explicit depiction of sexual activity. The magazine is intended for an 
adult audience. The unrestricted availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to 
the public good. Impressionable younger readers may not have the knowledge, 
experience, or maturity to comprehend the nature of the adult sexual relationships 
depicted in the publication, nor the manner in which the magazine objectifies women. 
This may impact on their sexual and personal development and may create or 
reinforce negative attitudes about gender and perceptions of adult sexual behaviour. 
Restriction to an adult audience is sufficient to prevent this likely injury. 
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
